The Canadian Social Hygiene 
Council will bring “Damaged 
Lives” to Raymond, Alta. the 
Capitol Theatre on April 23r t 
and 24th. With the pictuie 
there will be added n lecture 
dealing wi^h the anatomy ar.d 
physiology of reproduction and 
giving detailed information as to 
the technical aspects of Vener. 
al Diseases. 

The Canadian Social Hygiene 
Council is a national association 
carrying on heialth education 
work in all phases of healln 
throughout the whole of Can¬ 
ada. The Council ha s as its aim 
the emluisizing of the need for 
prevention in order that the ext 
remely high costs of unneces¬ 
sary ilness throughout the Dom 
inion may be avoided, win e t *• 
cost of the Great War was 
approximately 4Q0 million dol¬ 
lars n year for four years, the 
cost of illness in Canada, includ 
ing th« cost or postponabio 
death, is estimated t^ reach 
more than three times this am¬ 
ount every year, namely $1,311,- 
000,000. The Council’s publicat¬ 
ions state that 180,000 people 
(2% of the entire population) 
are constantly ill and unable to 
work. The Council has taken an 
interest in such matters as past 
eurization of milk, prevention 
of diptheria, periodic health ex¬ 
amination and the establish¬ 
ment of County Health Units. 

The Council was responsible 
ten years ago for the establish 
ment*of the fiist grants for 
health purpose^ to be made to 
the Provinces, liamel/ the Ven¬ 
ereal Disease grants amount¬ 
ing to as much as $200,000 a 
year. These grants have been 
given continuously untP last 
vear when the grant of $100, 
000 for the support ofVenereal 
Disease clinics was withdrawn 
from the Dominion (estimates, 
in addition to the grant for 
the Council’s own activities. 

It was hoped that a grant 
of $200,000 would be made by 
the Dominion Government to 
the Provinces for the establish 
ment of County Health Units. 
This grant has not materialized 
as yet owing to the depression 

The Council emphasizes the 
fact of high, unnecessary hos¬ 
pital costs .The statement is 
made that in the Veneral Dis¬ 
ease field alone, largely because 
of the intensive work of the 
last ten years by the Council, a 
great many hospital be,Is which 
were filled because of the end 
results of Syphilis have been 
freed. General Paralysis o the 
oplexy, bone syphilis, blindness 
Insane! heart disease, early ap- 
congenital spyhilis are some oi 
the results of the spread of 
these diseases which hri'/e dim¬ 
inished in virulence very mark¬ 
edly since this work was com¬ 
menced ten years ago.
